Am eri­ 
can troops have arrived at th e Brit­ 
ish front and will finish their train­ 
ing am ong the troops which are hold­ 
ing the lines that bar the Teu tons 
from their advance u pon the channel 
ports. 
So far as is known these Americans 
are the first to get into the fighting 
zhne as a u nit to be brigaded with 
(he British. 
It is not improbable that a renewal 
of the German thru st in the Flanders 
area w'^11 develop shortly, either in a 
concentrated area or in conju nction 
with a general offensive on a great 
scale all along the line. 
The German gu ns are persistently 
active all arou nd 
the 
Lys salient 
where the enemy wedge, protru des to­ 
ward Hazebrou ck. the railway ju nc­ 
tion which is the key to th e t r a ns ­ 
portation system of the whole area, 
and an increase in the intensity of 
the bombardm ent there was reported 
in official dispatches to London today. 
On the Somme front activity con­ 
tinu es to be manifest in the vicinity 
of Hailles, where the German salient 
in Picardy has its tip. 
American artillerymen in Picardy 
have again cau sed fire in Montdidier.
